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The following ig an account of Rita Cousins's trip to Belgium. The minute my husband agreed to sea 
me pursue my desire to take a trio to Belgium for genealogical research I contacted several 
airlines. Capitol had by far the test price. They turned-out totally organized, taking off and 
landing on time - truly a trouble free flight. (Past experience with the airline was a bit 
different). Having relatives in Belgium helped me to achieve the qoal of making this research 
financial).'/ more advantageous than hiring a researcher. At this time four hundred name3 at least 
have been added to my ancestral file but a final count will have to exceed five hundred names. 

The first day at the Hasselt Archives I looked up" 'an ancestor and found that since my last visit 
a typed alphabetical listing of parents with all their children had teen and was being compiled. 

“ v A typed alphabetical list of all marriages and deaths was also available for the parish records. 

The second day coming in the archives 1 found a man looking through the books l had left out. 
he was doing research in the same towns. Although ha intended to research only his paternal 
line ( WILLEMS )he changed his mind when I gave him a twelve generation chart. We turned out to be 
related some five generations back and we shared information and joined our efforts in our 
research. We are corresponding. He sends me a copy of any LQYENS documents he comes acoross. 
Meanwhile every evening I visited relatives and everyone seemed eager to provide some information 
or people to meet; all this at a dizzying speed which did not permit automatic organization of 
the information collected. One relative gave me fifteen wills of cur ancestors in VLIJTINGEtf. 
Another introduced me to a third cousin who is writing a book on the KOOKS lines. The latter 
introduced me to a distant relative who is writing a book on the CASTERMA:IS line.Each gave me 
information back, into the thirteen hundreds. Again a relative is writing a book on the HAP.OI 
family. (Should anyone be interested in these lines I have the addresses of these three relatives). 
Not only are living relatives highly interested in genealogical research, but I tied into 
several books COENEGRACHTS , WITKOFS apd MCRISSEN . A fantastic compilation of all the families 
g of EIGENBILZEN-MOPERTINGEN (now separate) done by a retired mayor includes hundreds of pages with 
with charts uniting generations. I have tied in at least to twenty, families ir> that book with many 
more to come. (I would be delighted to give photocopies to those interested) . Although the 
information in the book i3 not all correct it is a fantastic help for the years of parish and 
civil records. Several cousins helped in doing actual research and many offered future help. 

It seem3 that reaping the fruits of this trip will be a continuous proposition. Beyond this 
lies the need to become acquainted with old script but even there some relatives read it. 

fluently. Microfilming of the province of Limburg's records should be in full swing at this time. 

In past trips 1 nad gathered many deacn announcements, photographs, copied marriage books. A 
book written about VLIJTINGEN was very helpful since all people mentionned in it were relatives. 

It is a bit unusual to have completed a minimum of nine generations and to find that every 
individual even beyond that was born in the province of Limburg, but that's the way it is until 
fugrther evidence proves to the contrary. So this LLmburger... . hopes to receive letters from 
other Limburgers... who feel they might be related. Until then.

" And now from Clement DE ROO: " After tracing the DE ROO name back, it was found that the name 

\ changed from DRUT to DE ROO in one generation after 1765 when a Philippus DRUT married an Andrea 

GENTBRUGGHE in Assenede, EE. Two entries in the Parish Registers showed that Phillipus DRUT 
came from the Parish of Biecourt, Lorraine, France. A search in the Parish Registers of 3iecourt 

disclosed that there was a DRUT family in that town but the name didn't appear until after the 

estimated birth of Phillipus. However a Philippus DRUT signed as a witness on a death entry 
in 1755 so it was apparent that he was there. On the assumption that the DRUT family came from 
somewhere close, I started searching the Parish Records of surrounding towns. At the sixth town 
searched, I found his birth and baptism and also his parents marriage in Menil-ex-Xaintois, about 
2 kilometers from Biecourt. Now I can continue with the genealogists insatiable thirst for more. 
Incidently, all of this search was done with LDS microfilmed records, for which I am again 
thankful. How Philippe gat to Assenede, Belgium and why he went there, is a mystery that I would 
like to solve. The migration had to take place between 1755, when his name appeared on a Death 
entry in the Biecourt Parish Register, and 1765, when ha married in nsseneue. Ease Flanders."

Loretta found many interesting" articles"in "old newspapers, here is one that will"no doubts help 
us to understand delays and changes in Port of arrivals of passenger ships. 

March 27, 1356 - GREEN BAY ADVOCATE 

Vast Fields and Mountains of Ice in the Atlantic - The ARAGO, which arrived in New York on 
Saturday, from Havre, experienced strong westerly gales on the passage, and was detained fifty-four 
hour 3 on the Eastern edge of the Banks by ice. February 22, 6 A.M., lat. 47, long.46, the ARAGO 
passed three icebergs. From that time until the 24th at noon, lat. 44 deg. 24 min., long. 49, she 
was constantly picking her way among icebergs, large and small pieces, and patches of closely 
packed broken ice? for a part of two nights she stopped, and at other times was running slew, 
frequently stopping and backing to avoid collision with dangerous pieces. At noon of the 22nd, 
she was in the bight of a bay of closely packed broken ice and large and small icebergs extending 
from southeast around to north, as far as could be seen, with no open water to westward. She 
then stood to the north in hopes of finding an opening, but after ruining 30 miles, found the ice 
extended to northward and eastward as far a3 could be seen. About ship and stood back again to 
the south, exploring whatever appearance of a passage, at one time running into a deep bay for 
30 miles which was found closely blocked up, and had to stand out again. In this way she made 
200 miles southing without seeing any open water to westward, before she found a passage. The 
quantity of ice seen, from the largest-sized icebergs gradually down to tho smallest pieces 
an'd packed ice, exceeding anything of the kind that Captain Lines has ever seen or heard of about 
the Banks before, and as it is now early in the season, he is afraid that, in a few weeks the 
widest track for European navigation will be impeded by this dangerous foe. Ke therefore, most 
respectfully recommends to all shipmasters to go south of the Banka in going to Europe this 
season, and in coming to westward, when approaching the ice track in thick weather or in the night, 
to use the utmost vigilance and have their ships under perfect command for any maneuver at a 
moment notice.

Another item, stated that, during the winter of 1883, a large number of men from Lincoln and Red

of the members of Loretta's DELLIS/DELLISE ancestor's family did. 

Some other bits and pieces; J. ALBERT, a Belgian, living in Red River, Kewaunee Co., Wisconsin 
about 95 years old (in 1876), unmarried, had served under General Bonaparte and fought several 
campaigns under him. Also serving under General Bonaparte, in Spain, Italy and Austria, had 
been a Belgian named P. PINCHART, unmarried and 33 years old in 1876- He was from Lincoln tvp. 
in Kewaunee Co.

He came to the United States 
at an early age, studied for the priesthood, and was ordained in Cincinnati on 20 Jan. 1333. He 
spent the following year in preparing candidates for the priesthood, was then sent to take charge 
of the missions along the Miami canal and for some time had entire charge of all Reman Catholics in 
the State of Ohio. He was appointed pastor of St. Mary's, Tiffin, in 1335, and afterward of the 
German Catholics of Dayton, and then had charge of congregations at Portsmouth, 5 tcuber.v i lie and 
other places. He was afterward sent to Logan, and formed a new congregation in the neighborhood 
at Straitville.

THE LENAINS - PROUD-CALIFORNIANS sent by Charles and Claudine DELVA. 

The 1870 War between France and Germany frightened lots of people close to the French border. 

By the end of XIX century, the recruiting agent for the Red Star Line in the Florenvilie area 
was Edgard RICHARD, a very successful one to our knowledge. Ste. Cecile is a tiny village, in 
the province of Luxembourg, very close to the French border and pioneers were numerous to answer 
to his offer. Coming from some 20 families, they left around 1390; seme settled in New England: 

ME UN'IE R, PARMENTIERMARTIN, ENOND, STEVENOT, DE GRAIDE, mainly in the Woonsocket, R.I. area. 

Some wear back to Belgium: GPOSDOS, WILLAIME, CUIOT, But such wan not the case with our foils, 
the LLNAtNS, nor for members of the MARTIN and FAULE clans. The LENAINS with roots i n Western 
Hainaut during the XVIIth Century felt unhappy in Ste. Cecile, where work was really scarce, 
even if the country was beautiful. Among 3 sons and 5 daughters, only one had chosen to stay and 
care for the old parents - in fact it was our grand-mother (of the author) and 2 gene ration j later 
we finally crossed to Canada. Two eldest sons: Alfred and Raphael went first with elder sister 
Augustine. Raphael got married, lost his wife with a newborn child, and crossed back with Alfred. 
Augustine got married to a Frenchman: Auguste HUH.LADE, lost a leg in a streetcar accident and 
held a rooming house in the L.A. area; her grarulch x Idren and their folks new live in northern 
California. A few years later came two younger sisters: Ameiie, soon married to another French 
by the name of DUPONT, died leaving two young daughters; ut.cnq her grand-children; Dr. Edmond 
DIEFEN9ACH prepares a book on hospital care, Joanne WILSON is \ painter and .-jetty MANN made kind 
of a start in politics in the Bay area. The other sister LCNAIN, Alice married Vincent FRANCON 
had 2 children, and a single grand-daughter Dolores-FRANCCN-VILLA. THc two younger LENAIN settled 
in Southern California at the turn of the century. Adrien settled in Anaheim, as a baker got married 
to Helen Agnes HURTADOand raised a family of 5 children. FOc the time being, the oldest of the
